Service, to iſſue this our Royal PROCLAMATION; | 
and do hereby promiſe and declare, That all ſuch able- 
bodied Men, who ſhall inliſt themſelves, as SOLDIERS 
in our Land Service; on ,or before the 25th Day of 
December next; ſhall, upon their Requeſt to be difcharged 
./ therefrom, be diſcharged accordingly, at the End of Six 

Months, from the reſpective Times of their Inliſting, in 
| Caſe the faid Rebellion ſhall be extinguiſhed within that 
Time; and if not, then as foon as the faid Rebellion ſhall 
be extinguiſhed. ;
